YHRIEARED'S MANIFESTO ACGAINST THE FILIBUSTERS

The first broadeide that was fired Into the projected
emipration scheme was the memfisto lwned by tho
Nicaragua Minster, Yrigsurri, nolifying the publio that
ail persons attempting to enter Nicaragun unprovided
with pusrports woukl be stopped and compelled to re-
turn by she sarme conveyance by wliel they should bave
sarrived.
